Deli dream comes 
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Last-diteh bid to halt 
big council shake-up 


THE role of chief executive at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
could be axed in a last-minute bid to 
halt radical restructure proposals at 
the authority. 

Tonight is the night that a decision 
will be made on mammoth changes 
to both the make-up of the authority 
- and to the way services are provid¬ 
ed. 

As previously reported, Unison staff 
members say the authority’s leader, 
James Palmer, is steering the council 
“in the wrong direction” by pressing 
ahead with changes without consul¬ 
tations having finished. 

As a result, more than 20 staff could 
be made redundant and Unison fears 
frontline services are at risk. 

Cllr Palmer insists “radical” chang¬ 
es are needed at the authority but he 
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is adamant they will be “change for 
the better”. 

But now Independent councillors 
Andy Wright, of Littleport East ward, 
and Derrick Beckett, of Isleham ward, 
are hoping to scupper Cllr Palmer’s 
restructure plans. 

They fear the proposed changes to 
staffing levels will make the council 
“open to serious risk of continuity 
and dependant on one individual to 
instigate the proposals”. 

They will be putting forward a 
motion to all members at the meeting 
which they feel will “give the council 
much greater protection”. 

Their proposals involve deleting the 
post of chief executive, which is cur¬ 


rently John Hill, and replacing the 
two proposed assistant director posts 
with three directors - all of equal sta¬ 
tus. 

They also want those posts to be 
remunerated at similar levels to the 
previous management team and that 
the responsibilities for all depart¬ 
ments at the council be shared equal¬ 
ly between the three. 

Cllrs Beckett and Wright are also 
proposing that the role of leader and 
deputy leader at the council are 
incorporated. 

In the motion, which was leaked to 
Ely News ahead of the meeting, they 
said: “Having had time to discuss the 
proposed staffing changes we feel 
that with all senior positions at risk, 
save one, the council is open to seri¬ 
ous risk of continuity and dependent 


on one individual to instigate the 
proposals. 

“In our opinion, this (the motion) 
gives the council much greater pro¬ 
tection in that major delegated deci¬ 
sions will be at worst two out of three, 
and that there is adequate cover for 
holidays, sickness etc. 

“Also, the inclusion of the two sen¬ 
ior members should ensure greater 
member/officer co-operation.” 

A spokesman for the council was 
unable to comment on the motion in 
detail but said: “This motion was a 
confidential paper which was to go to 
the council meeting for considera¬ 
tion by councillors.” 

Unison have confirmed that they 
will be lobbying the meeting, which 
is being held at the council’s offices in 
Nutholt Lane, Ely, at 6.30pm.

Ahoy! Pirate island 
needn’t walk plank

A PIRATE island which was built in 
the Cambridgeshire countryside has 
been saved from Davy Jones’ Locker 
- after council landlubbers gave it 
planning permission. 

The incredible Caribbean-style par¬ 
adise was built without consent near 
Landbeach and could have faced dem¬ 
olition but now South Cambridgeshire 
District Council has decided every¬ 
thing is in shipshape condition. 

In a consultation on the application, 
residents and parish councils were 
generally supportive of ‘Challis 
Island’, which was built by the multi¬ 
millionaire Dickerson family in a for¬ 
mer gravel quarry and boasts a fully- 
functioning pub, derelict ‘garrison’, 
and a beach. 

Permission was granted after plans 
were amended to include trees and 
hedges which screen the site, protect¬ 
ing them for the future. 

Stephen Bradwell, the agent for the 
family, said: “It’s a very good result 
and a very fair result. It doesn’t harm 



anybody, and it’s in the countryside. 

“I think council officers have been 
very fair with the proposal, given that 
it was built without planning permis¬ 
sion.” 

Photographs of the island sparked 
amazement around the world when 
they emerged last July, showing a pri¬ 
vate hideaway designed to look like an 
abandoned 18th-century colonial out¬ 
post. 

The timber buildings include the 
pub, dubbed the Black Doubloon, and 
the Coffer’s Cabin, a guest house built 
in the style of a military commander’s 
office. 

There is also a thatched beach hut 
called the Lubbers Locker and a sun 


deck called Dead Man’s Deck, which is 
designed to look like the ruins of a 
military hospital. 

Sutton resident James Challis, the 
namesake of the island, is said to 
“simply love all things pirate” and 
described the project as a memorial to 
his grandfather John Dickerson, who 
built the Donarbon waste processing 
firm before selling it four years ago. 

Cllr Nick Wright, the council’s cabi¬ 
net member for planning, said: “This 
has been a very interesting and unique 
application as it is not often you have 
someone build a pirate island - let 
alone this far from the sea. 

“Although we have always been very 
positive about this application, and 
the owners have secured planning 
permission retrospectively, we always 
advice people to get in touch with us 
before they consider carrying out any 
work. 

“By doing so we can advise them on 
what planning permissions they may 
need which can save them time and 
money when compared with seeking 
planning permission afterwards.” 


Two people injured as two 
vehicles collide in Wicken 


TWO people suffered minor 
injuries in a two-vehicle 
collision in Wicken. 

Emergency services were 
called to the accident on the 
A1123, Stretham Road, at 
about 7.35am last Friday. 

A spokesman for the East 
of England Ambulance 
Service said they sent two 
ambulances to the scene 
and that two people suf¬ 
fered minor injuries. 


He said: “A man of 
unknown age suffered cuts 
to his head, and a woman in 
her 60s was suffering from 
chest and neck pain. 

“Both patients were taken 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge, for further 
assessment and treatment.” 

Both patients were 
described as being in a “sta¬ 
ble condition” on arrival at 
Addenbrooke’s. 


Joy for commuters as 
flooded roads re-open 


TWO roads which have 
been closed for around two 
months due to flooding 
have now re-opened. 

The Causeway in Sutton 
Gault was re-opened at the 
weekend and vehicles were 
finally able to pass through 
the A1101 Welney Wash 
Road on Monday.

Benefit cheat mum 
is spared jail spell 


A MOTHER who fraudulently 
claimed almost £60,000 in bene¬ 
fits has avoided an immediate 
prison sentence after the judge 
heard she cares for two disabled 
children round the clock. 

Tina Bissett moved into her home 
in Longfield Road, Littleport, in 
autumn 2007 and signed forms 
requesting income support, hous¬ 
ing and council tax benefits on the 
basis she was a single parent living 
alone with two dependant chil¬ 
dren. 

But when her husband moved 
back in with her in the summer of 
2009, having left her in 2002, she 
continued the claims until 
November, 2012, without notifying 
the authorities of the change in her 
living arrangements. 

The 47-year-old pleaded guilty at 
Cambridge Crown Court to falsely 
claiming £39,524 in income sup¬ 
port and £17,972 in council tax and 
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housing benefits, under two sepa¬ 
rate charges. 

Christopher Draycott, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court the defendant 
originally denied she was back liv¬ 
ing with her husband when first 
interviewed by police in April 2012. 

He added: “Both sums are on the 
process of being paid back through 
deductions from her current pay¬ 
ments but this will take some time 
to be recovered.” 

Mark Shelley, mitigating, said his 
client, who also has adult children, 
teaches her 15-year-old son at home 
due to mental health problems and 
is carer to her 14-year-old daughter, 
who due to a degenerative disease 
is confined to a wheelchair. 

fudge Jonathan Haworth told 
Bissett: “You allowed yourself to get 
into a situation where you were 


receiving benefits you were not 
entitled to. 

“You are an intelligent woman 
and clearly were aware you had not 
notified the authorities when your 
husband moved back in.” 

He added: “These offences must 
be met with a prison sentence but 
due to the reliance of your children 
upon you, if I can avoid an immedi¬ 
ate prison sentence I should do so.” 

Bissett was sentenced to a 
12-month jail sentence, suspended 
for two years. 

Linda Grinnell, head of finance at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “Benefit fraud is not 
a victimless crime - it is the tax¬ 
payer who has to pay for those who 
try to cheat the system. 

“We hope these judgements act as 
a real deterrent to anyone who 
thinks they can get away with 
claiming money they are not enti¬ 
tled to.” 


Dramatic police chase 
after car is rammed

Plans lodged for 
village’s homes 


INNOVATIVE plans to build 
50 new homes and a doctors’ 
surgery in Stretham have 
taken a major step forward. 

About a year ago that the 
Stretham and Wilburton 
Community Land Trust ann¬ 
ounced it wanted to develop 
land at Manor Farm, which 
lies east of Meadowcroft. 

The trust was set up in 2011 
and is the first of its kind in 
East Cambridgeshire. 

Supported by the district 
council, Foundation East and 
both villages’ parish coun¬ 
cils, the trust’s main aim is to 
promote and support eco¬ 
nomic and social life in the 
two parishes by developing 
properties which generate 
income to be re-invested in 
the local community. 

All properties are protected 
by a legal ‘asset-lock’, which 
means they will remain in the 
ownership of the local com¬ 
munity forever. 
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A formal planning applica¬ 
tion for 50 new homes to be 
built at Manor Farm - 35 of 
which would be private mar¬ 
ket housing units and 15 new 
affordable CLT-owned units 
for local people - has now 
been submitted to the district 
council. 

The proposals also involve 
building a doctors’ surgery, 
three small starter business 
units, a 0.24-hectare exten¬ 
sion to the village cemetery 
and 1.08 hectares of new open 
space, including a new village 
green, footpaths and cycle¬ 
ways. 

In a statement to the coun¬ 
cil, the trust’s architects, 
Cambridge-based Haysom 
Ward Miller Chartered 
Architects, said: “This pro¬ 


posed development will pro¬ 
vide the residents of Stretham 
with a unique opportunity to 
play a lead role in shaping 
their village to meet their 
future needs. 

“The motivation behind 
this proposal is the creation 
of a sustainable village exten¬ 
sion which is of the highest 
possible design standard. 

“There is a generosity in the 
design, with the creation of 
open space, footpaths and 
green spaces, which will 
strengthen the relationship 
between the village and the 
countryside.” 

According to the trust, less 
than 100 new homes have 
been built in Stretham over 
the last 10 years and a short¬ 
age of places to live is driving 
young people away from the 
village.

ITagic dad took 
new ‘legal high’ 


A YOUNG dad was found dead 
at his place of work due to 
asphyxiation and had taken a 
‘legal high’, an inquest heard. 

The body of popular father- 
of-two Aaron Wisbey, 37, was 
found in the early hours of 
October 31 last year. 

Talented martial artist Mr 
Wisbey, of Lumley Close, Ely, 
was found by police lying face 
down on the floor at the 
garage at which he was a part¬ 
ner - Mercedes Benz special¬ 
ists Stewart and Wisbey in 
Lynn Road, Chettisham. 

An inquest into his death, 
held last Wednesday, was told 
the cause of death was 
asphyxiation, and that he had 
taken the relatively new drug, 
5-MeO-DALT. 

Giving evidence at the 
inquest, Det Insp Alan Page, 
from Cambridgeshire Const¬ 
abulary, said officers were 
called to the garage at 2.55am. 

He said: “Mr Wisbey’s wife, 
Melanie, called police to say 
that he had not returned 
home. He had texted her at 
around 9.30pm to say that he 
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wouldn’t be at work much 
longer. 

“Mrs Wisbey was unable to 
go to the garage herself as she 
had no vehicle and their two 
young children with her. 

“When we arrived at the 
garage, we found the victim’s 
car parked on the forecourt 
and the main door to the 
garage was unlocked. 

“Mr Wisbey was found lying 
face down on the floor of the 
office. There was a laptop 
computer on the desk which 
was in standby mode and we 
can confirm that it was last 
used at 9.47pm on October 30. 

“We found two sachets of 
powder in the room, as well as 
container close to the victim’s 
body, with the label ‘Jungle 
Juice’. 

“Jungle Juice is a concoction 
commonly used as a type of 
‘popper’, which ultimately 
leads to a head rush or high. 

“We examined the CCTV 
cameras at the garage and 


they confirmed that nobody 
else had entered or exited the 
garage prior to or after Mr 
Wisbey’s death.” 

Dr Martin Goddard, a 
pathologist at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, carried out a post 
mortem examination on Mr 
Wisbey and said his airway 
was obstructed. 

He added: “There were levels 
of 5-MeO-DALT in his blood, 
which is a legal high and a 
type of popper. 

“It’s a drug which causes 
people to be light-headed and 
gives them a high. 

“It’s impossible to tell how 
much of a role the drug played 
in Mr Wisbey’s death but it 
would have certainly contrib¬ 
uted to it. 

“It’s a relatively new drug 
and nobody really knows at 
what level it becomes toxic but 
we do know that it can cause 
seizures, heart arrhythmias 
and even jaw clenching.” 

William Morris, coroner for 
North and East Cambridge¬ 
shire, recorded a verdict of 
accidental death.

A10 bypass was first blow to 
our ancient city’s surroundings 

PETER Nikolic’s letter {Ely News, February 20) 
provides wisdom and truth about the myopic 
erosion of the ancient city centre and rural 
surrounds, all of which had such unique potential 
from their culture and environment. 

The initial and gravest error was to build the 
A10 bypass across prime agricultural land, 
dividing fields and blocking lanes or droves in a 
great loop around the city to reconnect with the 
Lynn Road north of Littleport. This long way 
round, without any bridges (apart from a railway 
crossing), isolated the city and provided so-called 
developers with vast swathes of enveloped and 
denuded land ripe for building. The evolution of 
the city and its surrounds would have been so 
much better if, instead, the existing short route 
along the R. Ouse bank road from north of 
Littleport had been upgraded (including the R. 
Lark bridge) to link with the city and three main 
roads to Newmarket, Cambridge and March. 

The only new bridge required would have been 
across the river and railway south of Ely station. 
This seemingly self-evident option would have 
eliminated the low railway bridge and level 
crossing problems nearly 30 years ago and 
avoided any need for the currently proposed 
southern bypass. 

Mr Nikolic is right to mention the incessant 
construction and expansion projects which defile 
our land. This is the same land that in 1914-18 
and 1939-45, two generations sacrificed 
themselves to protect, yet now it is despoiled by 
such schemes for no better reasons than well- 
disguised ambition and greed. It defies reason, 
logic and care for the future to build on further 
green sites in our damaged but still wondrous 
land. 

The North Ely development and other huge 
greenfield building proposals will destroy large 
areas of agricultural land that have been farmed 
painstakingly for centuries to make it the 
productive and wildlife environment necessary 
to sustain life in perpetuity. Every 100 hectares 
destroyed robs us of vast amounts of food 
production. This is enough land to yield 1,000 
tonnes of wheat (makes about 2,000,000 standard 
loaves) or grow about 4,000 tonnes of potatoes in 
one farming year. In rotation with other crops, 
this land will feed future generations and reduce 
reliance on imports. 

Those charged with deciding on these 
detrimental enterprises could start to make 
amends by not allowing them to proceed. And 
then commit to a greater understanding and 
wiser investment in our cultural heritage and 
environmental future.

We have a choice - it depends 
if we care about our future 

I FIND it very disappointing that Don Quixote 
still rides against windmills (‘Turbines are NOT a 
necessity’ and ‘Our area’s not right for turbines’, 
Ely News, February 20).

We 
don’t ban cars, lorries or aeroplanes, which kill 
far more. 

“They’re noisy” is disingenuous. We don’t ban 
cars, lorries or aeroplanes, which are far noisier. 

“You’ll have to cover the whole country with 
them” isn’t really true either. Yes, there’ll have to 
be a lot of them, and they’ll certainly have an 
effect on the scenery, but the farming beneath 
them will carry on as if nothing had changed. 

Then there’s those solar panels. Maybe it’s not 
such a good idea to cover up valuable farmland 
with them, but for not very much more cost we 


could put them over car parks, and keep your car 
cool into the bargain; or over roads, and keep the 
glare of a low sun out of drivers’ eyes. We can 
cover existing roofs with them. We can construct 
new roofs using them instead of other materials, 
if someone puts a bit of design effort into it. 

There are solutions to the intermittency 
problem, too.

Firm’s own statistics suggest 
wind turbines are not reliable 

THERE is no doubt wind turbines make a lot of 
money for ‘green energy’ companies and their 
advisors who are able to put pressure on 
politicians. 

Our politicians suddenly became ‘scientists’ 
when that carbon dioxide is a greenhouse gas and 
the cause of global warming because it led to a 
new idea for taxation (the carbon tax) that they 
could spin as being of benefit to us. I accept that 
the Earth is going through another phase of 
global warming but the causes are very complex 
and also uncertain, what caused the warming in 
mediaeval and Roman times? 

I am not a member of an anti-wind farm 
pressure group but I decided to take an interest in 
the Berry Fen Wind Farm proposal after reading 
the claim of REG Windpower {Ely News, February 
20) that the wind turbines ‘could provide enough 
renewable energy to power approximately 4,500 
homes’. This claim seems to be misleading and 
needs closer examination using data from 2012 
on their website. 

January was their best month, their turbines 
had the capability of producing 744MWh of 
energy per MWh installed if they were operating 
all of the time but the actual figure was 
308.5MWh. In simpler terms this is just 13 full 
days’ worth of electricity in a month of 31 days. In 
February it dropped sharply to 7 full days, was at 
its lowest in July at 6 days and only rose as high as 
10 days in December. Over the year the turbines 
only produced 26 full days of energy, unlike 
conventional power stations that produce 365 full 
days of energy a year. Therefore wind turbines 
cannot reliably contribute to the National Grid. 
Rather than a peak figure of providing electricity 
to 4,500 homes, it seems a more realistic claim 
would be that the Berry Fen Wind Farm could 
provide electricity to around 1,400 homes for a 
full month every year, or would provide the 
electricity equivalent to that used by 120 homes 
per year. 

If my interpretation of this data is incorrect I 
hope someone at REG Windpower will respond 
and point this out to improve my own 
understanding of the data but I have not spotted 
any errors in my analysis.

Nuclear is only realistic option 
for future energy generation 

I SHOULD like to endorse the comments made by 
John Stoneman in the in the February 13 edition 
of the Ely News. 

The whole “Green Energy” policy is an ill- 
thought-out shambles. Building hundreds of 
windmills at incredible expense is sheer lunacy. 
Back-up using fossil fuels will be needed when 
the wind refuses to blow, not to mention that the 
companies are actually PAID for these periods of 
non-generation and when they are generating, 
they are paid several times the going rate for the 
electricity they do produce! 

The only realistic option is nuclear. We, the 
country which pioneered the fast breeder and 
advanced gas cooled reactor, have destroyed the 
industry by neglect, so we have to go cap in hand 
to France, Japan or USA for the technology. The 
fast breeder can be configured to produce 
hydrogen as a by-product, ideal as a “green” fuel 
for transport. 

Unfortunately, successive governments have 
been too cowardly to stand up to the small, but 
extremely vociferous anti-nuclear lobby, so now 
the foreign companies with nuclear expertise 
have us over a barrel! 

Some of our coal-fired stations have been 
converted to burn “biomass”, ie wood pellets. 
These are imported from Canada in ships 
burning ,yes, you have guessed it, fossil fuel! The 
pellets have then to be transported across 
country from the port, burning yet more fuel. 
Most of our coal-fired stations are built on coal 
fields, for obvious reasons. 

Ed Davey has promised that there will be no 
power shortages. This is to be achieved by having 
DIESEL back-up generators on stand-by; the 
owners of these machines are already being paid 
millions of pounds and will be paid several times 
the going rate for their electricity. 

If all this fails, as it probably will, and 
individuals buy petrol-electric generators, now 
available for a few hundred pounds (I have seen 
them for sale on Ely market) this will be a 
catastrophe for the environment, in whose name 
all this is being done. The theoretical maximum 
efficiency of a petrol engine is 25%, a diesel is 
35%, whereas a big thermal station can approach 
50% by using very high temperatures and steam 
pressures, there is also the added bonus that all 
the exhaust gases are concentrated in one 
place,so can be more easily “scrubbed”. 

If the whole of the UK shut down tomorrow, the 
reduction in global C02 would be a meagre 2%, 
this at a time when India and China are building 
coal-fired stations at a rate of four a month, thus 
completely negating our puny efforts. 

Our politicians arrogantly prate that we are 
“leading the way by our example” and we are 
creating jobs - the windmill blade company on 
the East Coast closed down and we import most 
of the components! Far from following our lead, 
other countries look on with incredulity as we 
beggar ourselves with this insane so-called 
energy policy, all funded by unnecessary levies 
on our electricity bills.

Bank manager 
stole £176,000

A BANK manager and former 
Ely City footballer who stole 
£176,000 to fund his gam¬ 
bling addiction has been 
jailed for three years. 

Joshua Bridgeman created a 
huge number of fictitious 
transfers to move money 
around Barclays’ systems 
before creaming off the sur¬ 
plus cash - pocketing up to 
£6,000 a month. 

The 28-year-old had denied 
theft but was convicted after a 
trial at Cambridge Crown 
Court. 

The jury heard Bridgeman, 
the son of a policeman who 
previously played for Ely City 
FC, started the scam in 2007 
when he worked at the Barc¬ 
lays branch in St Neots. 

He created false documents 
to cover his tracks and worked 
his way up to assistant man¬ 
ager in Ely, a role which also 
saw him sent to other branch-

es as a ‘troubleshooter’. 

Bridgeman, of Lee Close, 
Cottenham, was caught in an 
internal investigation in 
March 2012. 

He admitted falsifying doc¬ 


uments but said he had done 
this in an effort to get to the 
bottom of an error he discov¬ 
ered. 

Det Con Sharon Garrett, 
from Cambridgeshire Police, 
said: “Bridgeman was a highly 
valued and trusted member of 
the bank. 

“He worked his way up to 
assistant manager and would 
be sent to other bran-ches as a 
trouble-shooter. 

“He knew the systems inside 
out having worked for the 
bank since leaving school and 
was able to use that knowl¬ 
edge to stay under the radar 
for some time. 

“He stole a huge amount of 
money and the sentence 
shows how seriously such a 
breach of trust is taken by the 
courts.” 

No customers lost money 
from Bridgeman’s scam. 

After leaving Barclays, he 
ran a lettings and property 
management firm from Ellis 
Close, Cottenham.

Bidders fail to meet 
Croylands’ reserve 


A LISTED building which has been at 
the centre of a contentious planning 
application is still on the market 
after it failed to sell at auction. 

Croylands, in Cambridge Road, Ely, 
was due to be sold at an auction in 
London on Monday. 

However, despite “significant inter¬ 
est”, the highest bid was £636,000 - 
£14,000 short of the £650,000 reserve. 

Simon Riggall, from Lambert Smith 
Hampton, the specialists handling 
the sale of the Grade II listed build¬ 
ing, said: “Unfortunately, Croylands 
didn’t sell. 

“It’s quite surprising as it attracted 
significant interest and we had 15 
people who downloaded the legal 
backs for the building, which is usu¬ 
ally a sure sign that they are keen. 

“The highest bid was £636,000 
which was just short of the £650,000 
reserve. 

“We’re confident the reserve will be 
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met very shortly though.” 

According to the listing, the former 
vicarage and day care centre, which 
boasts about half an acre of land, 
“will need to be retained in any devel¬ 
opment plans”. 

Lambert Smith Hampton saysthat it 
“may be suitable for a variety of uses 
including residential, office, hotel 
and healthcare”. 

Last month, retirement home devel¬ 
oper McCarthy and Stone abandoned 
its plans for Croylands after 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
announced it would be putting the 
property back on the market. 

The Dorst-based company wanted 
to transform the building, which is in 
Ely’s conservation centre, into apart¬ 
ments for the elderly. 

The proposals involved restoring 


the building, which is crumbling into 
a state of decay, and demolishing part 
of it at the rear to make way for a 
three-storey extension. 

The scheme was one of the most 
controversial planning applications 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
has ever received, attracting more 
than 200 letters of objection in total, 
and eventually, in December, the 
plans were thrown out for good. 

The main reasons were that the 
scheme was considered to be overde¬ 
velopment of the site and that the 
applicants were not prepared to offer 
enough money for social housing in 
the district. 

But an ecological study had also not 
been carried out correctly meaning 
that Great Crested Newts, which were 
reported to be in the area, would have 
been at risk.

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Doctors voice 
homes worry 


DOCTORS at St Mary’s Surgery in Ely 
have “major” concerns over plans to 
build two new houses on land next to 
the practice. 

They insist St Mary’s Street cannot 
cope with any extra traffic and that the 
proposed access to the site for the new 
homes is not suitable. 

As previously reported, governors at 
King’s Ely want to build two three- 
bedroom houses on land at the rear of 
35, which is in the city’s conservation 
area. 

The school, which owns number 35 
and formerly used it as a boarding facil¬ 
ity for its pupils, says the new properties 
will be built to ensure they “complement 
their surrounding context”. 

But nearby residents, the City of Ely 
Council and the Ely Society are calling 
for the proposals to be refused by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

Now the doctors’ surgery and district 
councillors Richard Hobbs and Lis 
Every, who represent Ely East ward, are 
also calling for plans to be rejected. 

In a letter to the council, Dr D 
McCormack, speaking on behalf of the 
practice, said: “The lane is barely wide 
enough for two vehicles at present. Often 
one car will have to reverse and the addi¬ 
tion of a further source of traffic is a 
major concern to us. 

“If cars cannot pass or are reluctant to 
pass (very often the case in practice), 
cars back up in St Mary’s Street causing 
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considerable congestion.” 

City councillors say the proposals 
amount to “overdevelopment of the 
site”, that the access to the site is “not 
acceptable” and the homes will have a 
“detrimental impact on the visual scene 
of Parade Lane”, onto which the proper¬ 
ties would back. 

The district council’s conservation 
officer, Lorraine Brown, is also con¬ 
cerned. 

She said: “The proposal effectively 
seeks consent for backland development 
that is not in keeping with this part of 
Ely Conservation Area.” 

She says the new homes “would neither 
preserve nor enhance the character or 
appearance of the conservation area in 
this location.” 

The school’s agents say the “space 
available has been fully utilised with 
regard to the sensitivities and con¬ 
straints of the site”. 

They added: “The positioning of the 
new houses has been sited to ensure the 
impact of the built form complements 
its surrounding context, particularly 
with regard to neighbour amenity, ori¬ 
entation, impact on trees, wider dis¬ 
tance views and overall visual impact on 
the conservation area.” 

The final decision lies with the district 
council.

Renovation 
could have 
impact on 
Ely markets 


MARKET traders could suffer if 
plans to transform an empty shop 
in Ely into an opticians are 
approved, it is feared. 

The city’s town centres team is 
worried that if plans to turn the 
former Starbucks premises in 
High Street into a Boots Opticians 
are given the green light, market 
stallholders could be affected. 

In December, bosses at Boots 
applied to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council to turn the Grade 
Il-listed building into a Boots 
Opticians. 

Residents say another opticians 
is the “last thing” Ely needs - espe¬ 
cially with the premises being 
adjacent to Specsavers. 

And in a letter to planners, Julia 
Davis, from the district council’s 
town centres team, said: “We are 
concerned that any exterior works 
and scaffolding associated with 
this property will have an adverse 
affect on our weekly markets on 
Thursday and Saturday. 

“It would probably mean the loss 
of two or three regular market 
pitches, which obviously has a 
financial loss for us as the market 
operator and for our regular trad¬ 
ers losing their pitch and liveli¬ 
hood for the duration of the works 
being carried out.” 

The building in question has 
stood empty for about 18 months, 
and while some insist having 
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another opticians is better than 
the premises remaining empty, 
others say having two opticians 
next door to each other is “ludi¬ 
crous”. 

Juliette Ausden, of Fieldside, Ely, 
said: “Yet again plans are submit¬ 
ted for something which Ely really 
doesn’t need. 

“We have plenty of opticians in 
the city centre and for Boots to 
want to open one right next door 
to Specsavers is ludicrous. 

“The building in question is large 
and is in a prime spot in the High 
Street - why can’t we have some¬ 
thing exciting like a new clothes 
boutique or a wine bar?” 

Neither Specsavers nor Boots 
were willing to comment on the 
proposals but in a statement to the 
council, Boots’ agents, Lewis and 
Hickey, said: “As a responsible 
retailer, Boots UK understands the 
requirement to preserve the build¬ 
ing and any alterations to the 
building must be suited to the 
building and its surroundings.” 

They say renovating the premis¬ 
es into an opticians would com¬ 
plement the services Boots offers 
from its existing store in Ely’s 
Market Place. 

The final decision lies with the 
district council.

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Labour vote 
‘being lost 
in system’ 


THE number of Labour council¬ 
lors in East Cambridgeshire 
would soar if a new voting system 
was introduced, according to new 
research. 

In many of the rural areas around 
Cambridge, around one in five res¬ 
idents votes Labour, but the first- 
past-the-post system used at elec¬ 
tions mean just a handful or none 
of the party’s candidates win. 

A study by the Electoral Reform 
Society found this would be trans¬ 
formed if proportional representa¬ 
tion was used to allocate seats 
according to the number of votes 
cast across the district. 

For example, in South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, 22 per cent of people 
voted Labour at the last election, 
but there is currently just one 
Labour councillor. Under propor¬ 
tional representation, there would 
be 12. 

In East Cambridgeshire, which 
has no Labour councillors, the 15 
per cent of votes cast at the most 
recent poll would elect six mem¬ 
bers, while in Huntingdonshire 
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the number of councillors would 
increase from one to seven, based 
on 13 per cent of the vote. 

Daniel Zeichner, Labour’s parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Cambridge, 
says Labour voters are “not getting 
the representation they deserve”. 

He said: “These Labour voters are 
being let down by an electoral sys¬ 
tem which punishes our widely 
distributed vote. It’s time to change 
that system so voters get what they 
vote for. 

“Councils across Cambridgeshire 
are suffering from a lack of decent 
opposition, with the ruling party 
given far more representation than 
their vote share suggests.” 

However, it is unlikely the voting 
system will be changed soon. In 
2011, a referendum was held on 
whether to use the alternative vote 
method for parliamentary elec¬ 
tions, but the status quo was sup¬ 
ported by a margin of 68 per cent 
to 32 per cent.

Muslim plan safety fears 


OPPOSITION is mounting against 
plans to build a Muslim commu¬ 
nity and prayer centre on a busy 
business park.

for local Muslim families where 
they can worship and celebrate 
religious activities and cultural fes¬ 
tivals. 

But firms based on the business 
park say that the development, if 
approved, would be an “accident 
waiting to happen”. 

Mr D Cassam, from Ely’s Removal 
Service, said: “I rent the storage 


unit next door to where this pro¬ 
posed site would be situated and 
the access to this centre would be 
the same access we use to trans¬ 
port large and heavy pieces of fur¬ 
niture constantly during our work¬ 
ing day. 

“Another key factor is the loading 
bay situated close to the steps. This 
loading bay is used by heavy fork¬ 
lift trucks/pallet trucks; another 
case for alarm is when it comes to 
pedestrian access, especially chil¬ 
dren. It would be an accident wait¬ 


ing to happen.” 

Sarah Carter, finance director at 
Holloseal, said: “We are located at 
the entrance to the park and are 
constantly using our large frontage 
on the circular road with both lor¬ 
ries and forklifts. 

“All traffic has to pass us and 
pedestrians being present at the 
park would create a significant risk 
of injury given the constant lorry 
and forklift activity.” 

The final decision lies with East 
Cambridgeshire District Council.

OAP conned out of £5k 


AN elderly woman has been left 
£5,000 out of pocket by a telephone 
scam which sees fraudsters posing 
as police officers. 

Cambridgeshire Police issued a 
fresh warning urging residents not 
to fall foul of the scam, which has 
been taking place over the last 
three months. 

The latest victim is an 88-year-old 
woman from the Fenland area who 
was conned out of £5,000. 

The scam sees fraudsters telling 
people over the phone that either a 
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criminal has been arrested with a 
substantial sum of money on them 
and a list of names and addresses, 
including theirs, or that their bank 
is under investigation for putting 
fraudulent bank notes into their 
bank account. 

They then advise the victim to 
call their bank using a number on 
the back of their bank card, or the 
police on 101. The victim hangs up 


but the caller does not and the call 
is not terminated. 

As a result and without realising 
it, the victim starts talking to the 
fraudster again, thinking they have 
called their bank or the police. 

Following a conversation, the 
offender either claims he will need 
to examine the victim’s bank card 
and will need their PIN number as 
it might be compromised or that 
they should withdraw several thou¬ 
sands of pounds so that the ‘police’ 
can forensically check the bank 


notes as part of their investigation. 

The caller says he will send a cou¬ 
rier or taxi to their home to collect 
the card or money. A smartly 
dressed man or innocently involved 
courier or taxi driver will arrive at 
the victim’s home. The cash or the 
bank card and PIN number is then 
taken and used to withdraw cash. 

Police say banks will never ask for 
someone’s PIN number over the 
phone and that anyone who 
receives similar calls should put 
the phone down and call 999.

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Nat’s phoenix 
burns bright 


When Nat Barden suffered a brain 
haemorrhage, doctors didn’t think she’d 
survive. Against the odds she pulled through 
- but that was just the beginning of her long 
journey to recovery; a journey that continues. 
Emma Higginbotham reports. 


I ’LL NEVER forget seeing 
myself for the first time: 
the front of my head had 
been shaved, and I had this 
great big scar, which was still 
a little bit bloody, and my 
face was frozen. I looked so 
tiny, so thin and emaciated, 
with these enormous, 
terrified eyes. I was just 
staring at myself, thinking 
‘That’s not me’. I literally 
didn’t recognise myself.” 

Nat Barden was 24 
when a devastating brain 
haemorrhage nearly killed 
her. It should have been a 
perfect day: it was August 
2003, and she and her 
fiance had travelled to the 
Creamfields music festival 
in Liverpool to see their 
favourite band. By the end of 
the night she was in intensive 
care, with the odds stacked 
firmly against her. 

“I woke up with a 
headache that morning, and 
it intensified throughout the 
day,” recalls Nat, curled up 
on the sofa with her black 
cat, Simba. “I took some 
Paracetamol with my lunch, 
then we went to the site. 

“It was a funny 
atmosphere; normally at 
festivals it’s very friendly, but 
people were walking around 
looking really miserable, so 
we ended up drinking quite 
a lot, just to get a bit more 
lifted before seeing Massive 
Attack. That was one of the 
main reasons we went up.” 
Before long, Nat’s 


headache became 
unbearable. “It got to a point 
where I was in so much pain 
I was kneeling on the floor, 
being sick. I went really 
white, and things started to 
spin.” Worried, her boyfriend 
wanted to fetch help, “but I 
kept telling him not to worry 
about it. I didn’t want to ruin 
people’s night, and I didn’t 
want to miss my band. 

“In the end I was taken to 
the first aid tent, and my last 
memory is of lying on the 
ground with a slightly cross 
lady asking me questions. 
Everything was spinning -1 
assumed I was just drunk, 
but it was really frightening. 
Then apparently I had a 
seizure.” 

Nat was rushed to hospital, 
where scans revealed that 
she’d had a sub-arachnoid 
brain haemorrhage. 

Surgeons immediately set 
to work, “and I’ve got a scar 
from here to here,” she says, 
running her finger from the 
left side of her skull to her 
right ear, “where they drilled 
to evacuate the big blood 
clot in my right frontal lobe. 
My parents came up straight 
away, and they were told that 


I probably wouldn’t survive 
the next 24 hours.” 

The operation was a 
success, but complications 
meant that Nat had to have 
two further operations. 

She was then put into a 
medically-induced coma, 
during which time infections 
left her critically ill. 

When she gradually 
came round, nearly three 
weeks later, Natalie was in 
a bad way - her left side 
was completely paralysed. 

“I couldn’t see, couldn’t 
speak, couldn’t move,” she 
says quietly. “I felt so scared. 
My face was frozen, and it 
remained paralysed for about 
three months, the same 
amount of time as my left 
side.” 

Nat was in hospital for 
nearly four months and 
made good progress, thanks 
to working hard at her 
physiotherapy exercises. But 
there was hidden damage: 
back home in Cambridge, 
she was left with memory 
problems and epilepsy: at 
one stage, she was having 
two ‘grand mal’ seizures 
every day. 

“It was horrendous, and I 


didn’t really leave the house,” 
she says. “With the seizures 
I used to have, I’d go blue 
and stop breathing; they’re 
different now, and I do get a 
lot more warning. 

“But I have had to get off 
my bike and find a grassy 
patch where I won’t bang 
my head against concrete, 
and just have to allow it to 
happen, because I can’t stop 
it.” 

A trained make-up artist, 
Nat decided to start work 
again the following January, 
just four months after the 
haemorrhage. “I wanted to 
get back to work because I 
felt like I needed to prove 
there was a reason why I 
survived,” she says. 

“But it was ridiculous, 
totally unrealistic. I could 
hardly walk, I had no 
stamina, and it just made me 
very depressed. I felt like a 
failure.” 

She resigned, and tried 
other jobs, “but it always 
came down to the fact that 
I wasn’t efficient enough; I 
operate on a slower rate to 
most people. In our society 
there’s a real emphasis on 
efficiency, and when you’re 
a bit broken you can’t always 
keep up with that pace - and 
then you feel inadequate and 
demoralised. 

“I was always honest about 
my situation, but people 
tend to take you at face 
value, and because I do look 
reasonably well, they expect

Eighteen months on, Nat’s 
relationship broke down, and 
the seizures continued to 
dominate her life. Sadly, the 
anti-convulsant medications 
proved as troublesome as the 
epilepsy itself. 

“The meds don’t agree with 
me,” she says. “I’ve changed 
them so many times, but 
they’ve all had really difficult 
side-effects, from insomnia 
and incredible fatigue to 
depression. Conventional 
medicine has saved my life, 
and I’m very grateful for that, 
but it has caused me a lot of 
problems.” 

Three years ago, Nat was 
tipped off about the Oliver 
Zangwell Centre (OZC), 
a neuropsychological 
rehabilitation unit in Ely. It 
was to change her life. 

“It’s a wonderful place 
where you get to meet 
other people who have 
acquired brain injury,” 
she says. “It was just 
really lovely to talk to 
people that have had 
similar experiences, and 
to not feel on my own.” 

Nat completed an 18- 
week programme at the 
OZC, which taught her not 
only about how the brain 
works, but also strategies to 
help her keep well. 

It was also here that 
she saw the scan of her 
haemorrhage for the first 
time: “That’s when I was 
told there was a 10 per 
cent survival rate; I hadn’t 
known until then and, oh 
God, I cried my eyes out. I 
felt hugely humbled, just 
overwhelmed really.” 

As part of her therapy, Nat 
drew a phoenix: colourful and 
dramatic, it has now become 
OZC’s logo. “I’m very proud 
of that,” she says. “I wanted 
to create an image, and I just 
thought well, a phoenix rising 
from the ashes will sum up 
my journey really, because 
I’ve come from a really dark 
place into a more hopeful 
place. And I wanted to have 
it full of colour, because the 
phoenix has so much life - it’s 
just had a bit of a difficult 
journey.” 

Last year, Nat had another 


bout of depression and 
poor health: “I literally felt 
hung-over,” she recalls. “I 
couldn’t think straight, I felt 
cold and shivery all the time, 
and this awful fatigue was 
just hanging over me. I spent 
months not really going out - 
I knew that if I saw someone 
for an hour that would wipe 
me out for the rest of the day.” 

A friend, who’d fully 
recovered from his 
ME, recommended a 
naturopathic doctor who 
specialises in gut issues, “and 
I felt instinctively that it was 
around that area, because 
there is a direct link between 
gut health and brain health,” 
she says. 


Tests showed that Nat has 
gut dysbiosis: “It’s basically 
when your gut is self- 
fermenting, which sounds 
disgusting - you’ve got a 
microbrewery in your own 
gut! The trouble is, it gets 
into your bloodstream and 
poisons you. 

“So I’ve been on a course 
of treatment which included 
supplements and a certain 
type of eating plan, to cut out 
anything that would ferment 
and aggravate it, but I’m still 
not quite right.” 

Yet due to EU restrictions, 
the herbal medicines 
prescribed for Nat have been 
banned, “which is hugely 
frustrating because I just 
want to be well! I want to 
reach my full potential after 
struggling for 10 years. 

“As soon as I started the 
treatment and a certain 
homoeopathic remedy, I 


was so much better than I 
was. I was a wreck before; I 
am a totally different person 
now - and if we can get the 
government to reconsider 
their decision, and if I can get 
hold of my medicine, I know 
I’ll be so much better. 

“The medicines in this 
country aren’t designed to 
help with my condition; in 
Germany there is a much 
better understanding of gut 
dysbiosis, with treatments 
more readily available.” 

Aside from petitioning 
against the ban, Nat is now 
busying herself at Recovery 
College East, a Fulbourn- 
based college that helps 
people with mental health 
challenges. 

“I started as a student, and 
on the first day I just had the 

most wonderful day. 

“We talked about hope, 
and explored what 
recovery was all about, 
and really examined 
our feelings.” After 
the session, Nat was 
told that she’d make a 
great tutor, “and I was 
like ‘Woah! I’m only 
just keeping it together 
myself!’ But it was 
something I wanted to do, 

so I went along to the tutor 
training.” 

She has now been teaching 
there for six months, and 
a project she particularly 
enjoys is ‘Telling My Story’, 
“where people can really 
open up, which just feels like 
a privilege each time, because 
people are so honest. 

“Our focus is always 
on recovery, so we look at 
what we’ve taken from our 
experiences - and I know 
I wouldn’t be the person I 
am today if I hadn’t had the 
experiences that I’ve had,” 
she says. 

“Admittedly it’s been 
incredibly tough, but I do see 
things in a different way now. 
I’ve developed an emotional 
intelligence, and I can really, 
truly empathise with people. 

“I have my challenging 
days and, like a lot of people, I 
find this time of year difficult. 
But I have a lot to focus my 
energies on now, and it’s 
lovely to be helping others on 
their journeys of recovery - 
and true self-discovery.”

Pregnant woman’s 
aspirin rules appeal

AN expectant mother is calling for 
closer links between hospitals and 
pharmacies after being made to feel 
“irresponsible” when requesting 
aspirin. 

Paula Goodale, of Silvers Close, 
Soham, is at high risk of pre¬ 
eclampsia - a condition which can 
lead to serious complications for 
mother and baby in the second half of 
pregnancy - and was told by Cam¬ 
bridge’s Rosie Hospital that a small 
daily dose of the medicine would help. 

But when she requested 75mg doses 
at various pharmacies in the Ely area, 
she was forced to show her medical 
records, and on one occasion was re¬ 
fused point-blank after being told no 
hospital should recommend aspirin 
use during pregnancy. 

The 37-year-old, who is 32 weeks 
pregnant, was forced to send partner 
David Swinton, father of their 20- 
month-old daughter Brooke, to pick 
up the drug from a supermarket shelf. 

Aspirin is currently not licensed for 
over-the-counter sale to pregnant 
women, but Paula said the rules 
should change. 

She said: “When you go to the Rosie 
you are given a 50-page pack of infor¬ 
mation and personal records to take 
you through your pregnancy and 


mine clearly states that I am at high 
risk of pre-eclampsia because my 
mum and sister had it. 

“It recommends a daily dose of aspi¬ 
rin between weeks 12 and 36, but in 
trying to get it from pharmacies I have 
been made to feel that I am irrespon¬ 
sible and doing a bad thing. 

“It is becoming more and more 
widely known that aspirin can help 
expectant mothers but pharmacists 
still aren’t seeing it that way.” 

Paula says she plans to discuss with 
her midwifery team why she was not 
given a prescription by a doctor at the 
Rosie.

Anna Shasha, head of midwifery at 
the Rosie, said: “Every woman’s expe¬ 
rience of pregnancy is different and 
we take great care to make sure we 
devise a support plan to meet their 
individual situation. 

“It is normal practice to advise 
women at risk of pre-eclampsia to 
take 75mg of aspirin per day. 

“This is in line with the NICE guid¬ 
ance given in their hand held notes 
and is backed up by the Royal College 
of Obstetrics and Gynaecologists who 
give the same advice on their web¬ 
site.”

Andrew Burton caught up with Marc Almond 
and John Harle over email about what musical 
treats lie in store. . . 

What should audiences expect when they see The 
Tyburn Tree? 

Marc Almond: The concert will be a live 
performance of the album with a little added 
theatricality. John may extend a couple of the 
pieces for live. Even I'm not too sure what to 
expect at this point, the piece is quite powerful. 

John Harle: An exciting show full of rhythm, 
energy and Marc singing at his best! We have 
an incredible band, including Ian Thomas on 
drums (Seal/George Michael/Eric Clapton/Mark 
Knopfler) and Sarah Leonard, who I have worked 
with for years and is the voice of my theme for 
Silent Witness. 

Have you collaborated before and what was it 
that brought you together to create this piece? 

MA: I sang on a couple of tracks on John's 
album Art Music last year, inspired by the 
paintings of David Hockney. We both share a 
love of British history, particularly London's dark 
history. 

JH: Marc sang on my album Art Music last 
year, but we've been planning The Tyburn Tree 
for longer than that. It seemed that we'd both 


been planning this album independently of 
each other, because when we met around two 
years ago, we described the same album to each 
other! 

What was it that particularly drew you to the 
subject matter of London's dark history? 

MA: London's colourful and dark history 
has always held a deep fascination for me 
and I've collected and read many books on 
it. My favourite is Peter Ackroyd's London: 

A Biography. London is a place of myth 
and legend, none more so than the myths 
surrounding Jack The Ripper and the area of 
London where the murders happened and the 
speculation of who did it. 

JH: We are both from the north of England, 
but spent most of our working lives in London. 
Northerners see and think about London 
differently to Londoners. They see the roots of 
power in the streets and the romance of the 
history in a different way. This is a love affair 
with a mythological and dark history of London. 
What sort of music is it? 

MA: The music actually covers quite a few 
genres from folk to techno ambient and classical. 
There's some very tribal drums in a couple of 
songs, brass and voices. Quite apocalyptic. I joke 
with John that it's very progressive rock. 

JH: Yes, this is definitely progressive music. 
Heavily influenced by rock, electronica and 
classical together. Fun and quirky - but with a 
solid beat! 

The music from The Tyburn Tree is probably 
impossible to categorise but can you explain to 
readers what sort of mood or ambience it creates 
and how it will make them feel? 

MA: I hope it will excite them and give them 
goosebumps. 

JH: It should feel like a dream - surreal, 
subconscious elements vying for dominance - 
surprising and ultimately both fun and uplifting.

THE BOOK THIEF 

certificate 12A, 2h11 m 

DEATH haunts every frame of 
Brian Percival's wartime drama. 

The Grim Reaper (voiced by 
Roger Allam) is the mellifluous 
narrator of this beautifully 
crafted story of courage and 
determination during the 
Second World War, based on 
the international bestseller of 
the same name by Markus 
Zusak. 

Unseen until the final frames, 
the shadowy figure casts 
an unsentimental eye over 
characters in the midst of bitter 
and bloody conflict. 

"The only truth that I truly 
know is that I am haunted 
by humans," he confides. In 
particular, Death is haunted by 
a girl called Liesel Meminger 
(Sophie Nelisse). 

As tensions escalate across 
Europe, Liesel bids a tearful 
farewell to her Communist 
mother (Heike Makatsch) and 
is delivered into the care of 
foster parents Hans and Rosa 
Hubermann (Geoffrey Rush, 
Emily Watson). 

With encouragement from 
Hans, Liesel learns to read and 
develops a voracious appetite 
for books which is sated in 
secret by the mayor's wife lisa 
(Barbara Auer, who owns a 



vast library of texts, many of 
which would go up in flames at 
one of the Nazis' book-burning 
ceremonies. 

Liesel hides these visits 
from everyone, including her 
neighbour and good friend 
Rudy Steiner (Nico Liersch), 
who proudly enrols in the Hitler 
Youth movement. 

One night, a Jewish refugee 
called Max Vandenburg 
(Ben Schnetzer) arrives at 
the Hubermanns' home and 
they offer him shelter in the 
basement. 

Liesel becomes complicit 
in Max's concealment. 

However, when school bully 
Franz Deutscher (Levin Liam) 
overhears Liesel confessing her 
secret to Rudy, it seems that 
Max's grim fate is sealed. 

Intercut with Death's words 
of wisdom, The Book Thief is a 
handsome and poignant drama 
that compels us to care about 
the heroine as she risks her life 


to protect the people she loves 
from annihilation. 

Nelisse is an endearing 
screen presence, whose 
innocence provides a glimmer 
of light during the darkness of 
the film's tense and harrowing 
moments. She gels splendidly 
with Rush as the man of 
principle with a heart of gold, 
and Watson is imperious in 
opening scenes as an iron- 
fisted matriarch who, as Hans 
puts it, "isn't as strong as she 
looks." 

John Williams's Oscar- 
nominated score resonates loud 
and clear and is complemented 
by excellent production design 
and costumes that evoke the 
turbulent period between 1938 
and 1942. 

Like Death, we too are 
haunted by Liesel and her 
incredible journey, which 
lingers in the memory long 
after the curtain falls on 
Percival's impressive picture.

ITALIAN garden designer Luciano Giubbilei is 
famous for his creations of understated elegance, 
simple and clean symmetrical design complimented 
by his use of nature, materials, light, space and 
art. 

His style is modern but uses formal approaches 
and clipped plants, while his 
designs are dominated by 
trees, hedges and grasses, with 
frequent repeat planting - and 
there is an all-important texture 
to all his gardens too. 

"Texture is not something that 
we just look at, it's something 
that we experience," Giubbilei 
explains. "Certain surfaces 
make you observe where you 
are going to be walking, for 
example. Smooth surfaces are 
easy to walk on, which will 
encourage you to look further 
afield to observe a space more in depth." 

Texture isn't solely focused on the physical feel 
of something, he continues. 

"Texture is associated with emotion. The way we 
experience space isn't just visual." 

He has used this vision to create the Laurent- 
Perrier show garden at this year's RHS Chelsea 
Flower show, comprising a simple geometric 


layout juxtaposed with detail which explores the 
contrasting concepts of stillness and movement, 
elegance and rawness. 

The walls of concrete and metal combine lustres 
and materials; the stone surfaces are executed 
with contrasting finishes; the flow and reflection 
of the water gives light and 
animation to the space. The 
planting features delicate forms 
alongside bolder architectural 
leaves - providing a colour 
spectrum of yellows, creams 
and whites, punctuated by 
accents of blue, with a backdrop 
of deep green foliage. 

A strong wooden sculpture 
designed by highly acclaimed 
American artist Ursula von 
Rydingsvard will also contribute 
to the garden's exploration of 
texture. 

He insists you don't need designers of the 
highest level to make texture work though, and 
says it can be created in any garden, even the 
smallest space. 

"If I just had a patio and I wanted to create 
texture, the only thing I need is one beautiful tree. 
That would create the texture." 

Choose patio plants carefully to create different 
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textures. Cluster groups of pots together 
combining clipped evergreens with more fluid 
plants such as ferns. He favours predominantly 
green schemes, but these could be enhanced with 
the inclusion of pots of bulbs such as Tulipa 'Belle 
Epoch', with double flowers in shades of coffee 
mousse, flushed with pink. 

In a wider space, placing clipped plants such 
as box or beech hedging next to wilder varieties 
such as ferns, which are softer and less uniform, 
will create an effective contrast of stillness and 
movement. 

"People can create a mood in their garden using 
green, big-leaved plants such as hostas, ligularia 


and darmera (umbrella plant), which give you 
weight in a border. That weight also creates a 
certain feeling of calm." 

In the Laurent-Perrier garden, the hard materials 
include a concrete wall, a cedar wood sculpture 
with a backdrop of concrete. 

Giubbilei adds how he believes in the use of 
straight lines in his designs. "For me, the straight 
line has an honesty about it but the curve is trying 
to mimic. You never have to see a straight line. It 
can be perfectly hidden with planting on the very 
edge of the line."

With 28 fights and 27 wins 
under his belt, Nurse will be 
the more experienced of the 
two boxers when they clash.
